Ic has been cf Iate much difputed a- 
mong us, whcther Trade is in a Thri- 
ving or Decaying Potture, but I fup- 
pofe moft Men now begin to be ouc of 
doubr about that matter; we would nor 
hear a while a-go of the decay of ou 
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Trade, leaft it fhould be made ule of 
as an Argument, to prove the need we 
ftand in of Peace ; I fhaHl therefore, to 
pleafe you all, form no Argument of 
that kind fromitc; but fhould I cell 
you our Trade is Thriving, and undes 
no general Decay, Imuj? Lye, and Lye 
againft that Principle, which I think e- 
very Man ought to regard; I mean, Cone 
Science, and my Difcourfe fMiall give no 
Occafion to Reproach me in that man- 
ner. 

Thofe very People, who when they 
difputed about Peace, would not ae 
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another Opinion:now they-come to hear 
of heavy ‘Faxes being to be laid upon 
Taxes; there is no doubt, but if you go 
on with the War, you muftfeel yet more 


Taxes, and perhapsheavier Taxes than 


ou have yet, and altho’ Trade is al- 
jow'd by me to be under great decays, 
and many Branches in danger of being 
quife funk, yecour Trade muft be Tax’d 
et farther, if a Stop be nor pnt to the 
nnual Expence of this War. 
‘Now asI am not Concern’d in this 
Difcourfe abeut the War or the Peace, 


but about Trade, ‘and the manner of : 


Taxing our Trade, fol am to {uppofe 
for that purpofe, the War going on, and 
Taxesevery Year laying upon us. 

This brings me back to my. firft Pro- 
pofition, vsz, That in laying Taxes, the 
proper Maxims of Polity fhould.be ob- 


’ ferv'd, fuch as thefe ; to Tax every Thing 


by juft Proportions and Equalities ; Thele 
Proportions, ce, refpect the Nature and 
Quality of what isto be Tax'd: How 
they and with Refpect to the Nation, 
how ro Trade, how to one another, and 
laftly, how to'themfelves. 


1. In refpe& to the Nation, regard is 
to be had to every Branch to be 
Tax'd, that the General Stock fuf- 
fer no Depredation, or receive no 
Blow Ruinous to itfelf —This, I 
mean, fo, as to be Oppreffing to 
this or that Branch, whether of 
Teade, {6 as to interrupt the Im- 
‘portation of Produce, {o as to leffen 
the Confumption, or of Lund, {o, 
as ro difcourage Husbandry and In- 
duftry. 

. In refpe& to Trade, regard is to be 
had, how everyBranch to be Tax’d, 
tefpeéts the General Article of 
Commerce ; if: Imporvation be in- 
terrupted, Navigation is hindred, 
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of our Trade being decay'd — Are'of :

I humbly conceive that all. thefe 
Things are to be duly weigh’d, in the 
Levying Taxes upon a Nation ; and had 
I Time cr Room, in the narrow Com- 
pafs of this Paper, every. one of rhefe 
fhiguid have its due Weight in qur Con- 
fideration. We have migtsy Contelts 
among us, whether Land fhall be Tax'd 
or Trade? Which ‘of .them bears the 
Weight ? Whether our own Produce or 
Foreign Importation? Superfluities or 
Neceffaries ? And thefe Debates run us 
ito fatal Extremes : Unhappy Nation! 
We keep the middle Way in nothing 


_we do: Two Ships Sailing in Compa- 


ny, and having Sea-Room enaugh to

tion, at the fame time begins the Ruin
